We herewith return to you the proposal for shafting &c made by William Sellers & Co. 
the only proposal received and which we advise you to accept. 


Following you will find statement of all contract extend into under the appropriation by 
Congress for the Transfer &c &c of Steam plant.

Architects fees, 5% on cost of work 2601.86 2/3

The contract with Mr. McCaul for Boiler room &c is for $20944.75 more or less subject 
to such modifications as you may in your judgement deem best. 


We find that there is a well now in existence dug to water gravel and location in front of 
the proposed location for new Boilers. This well obviates the necessity of the well specification 
under Head I of the McCaul contract, and also allows us to reduce the size and cost of the ash 
vault under the same head. This modification will reduce the expenditure under Head I $599.04 
A further reduction in McCaul contract under Head I'V as follows. Allow the vault under the 
North portico to remain intact except cutting one door way. 


Line the Engine Room with enameled brick as specified under Stem A. Head IX and do 
all other work specified under Head IV Head B. 
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This modification will make a further reduction of 844.75 or a total reduction of 
$1443.79. and reducing McCaul’s work to $19500.96 or the entire expenditure as before 


mentioned for improvements to. $51073.96 
As before total awp. available - 52027.33 1/3 
Surplus $943.37 2/3 


I will be expedient to erect our exhaust fan in the engine room so as to create a good 
ventilations in the Summer this will cost about $200 erected, reducing the surplus to $743.37 1/3. 


Enclosed you will find a proposition from the Kensington Eng. Works Lim. which speaks 
for itself. It is unfortunate you have not at your disposal the additional $203.62 1/3 to make the 
change. The old Engine No. 2 is not worth the $1060 proposed to be expanded upon it. We have 
no doubt that the necessary $203.62 2/3 can be saved for it out of the contingent work on the 
McCaul contract but we are not prepared to cut too close in the matter. 


In regard to the proposal for Shafting, we understand that you have a stock of new belting 
in the Mint to replace worn out work, we therefore suppose that it will be supplied to replace the 
worn out belts now in use.
